Illinois  is  helping 
meet  this  need  by 
providing  small  busi¬ 
nesses,  independent 
contractors  and 
future  Illinois  busi¬ 
nesses  convenient 
access  to  statistical 
data  and  other 
sources  of  usable 
information.  Our 
goal  is  to  enhance 
the  ability  of  small 
businesses  to  plan, 


market,  manage  and 
expand  their  busi¬ 
nesses  in  Illinois 
and  throughout  the 
world.  To  meet  this 
goal  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and 
Community  Affairs 
(DCCA)  has  created 
a  network  of 
regional  and  local 
affiliates  capable  of 
providing  basic 
information  to  the 
small  business  com¬ 
munity,  completing 
complex  analysis  as 
needed  and  per¬ 
forming  regional 
economic  analyses 
to  keep  businesses 
up-to-date  on  the 
outlook  in  their 
region. 

There  are  five 
Regions  in  Illinois. 
The  Regional 
Affiliates  in  each 
area  are  responsible 
for  collecting  and 
disseminating  infor¬ 
mation  to  both  the 
end  users  of  the 
information  and  to 
the  Local  Affiliates. 


They 
also  will 
prepare  the 
quarterly  region¬ 
al  economic  analy¬ 
sis,  furnish  their 
expertise  in  one  or 
more  information 


resource  areas  and 
provide  assistance 
to  local  affiliates 
and  data  users  as 
needed. 

Local  Affiliates  have 
been  created  in  each 
region.  Local 
Affiliates  deal  direct¬ 
ly  with  small  busi¬ 
nesses  and  other 
data  users  by 
providing: 
basic  census, 
economic, 
and  demo¬ 
graphic  informa¬ 
tion;  other  data 


prepared  by  the 
Regional  Affiliates  or 
the  state;  and,  offer 
technical  assistance 
in  basic  data  inter¬ 
pretation.  Issues 
involving  more  com¬ 
plex  analysis  or  inter¬ 
pretation  will  be 
referred  to  the 
appropriate  Regional 
Affiliate.
